Thursday’* Fire. 
One of the most spectacular and 
threatening fires in the history 
of 
Hondo occured between 1:00 and 3:00 I 
Thursday afternoon when tire d estro y ­ 
ed the garage, storerooms and offi :e of 
i he Yantis Motor Go. 
The fire originated in the engine 
room of the garage, presum ably from 
short circuited wires. M*. R >y C arter, 
who discovered the fire. endeavored to 
extinguish it with fire extinguishers 
bat failed, 
An alarm was prom ptly 
turned in and soon the Hondo fire de­ 
partment and hundreds of citizens w ere 
engaged in one of the most deeper it'1 
struggles eyer witnessed in this sec­ 
tion, everyone realizing the serious­ 
ness of the situation. 
A better fight was never put up by 
the Moodo fire department and the citi­ 
zens generally. That they were able 
to confine the fire to the budding of its 
origin seems almost a miracle; me ap­ 
palling disaster that would have be­ 
fallen the town, had the efforts of tho 
fire fighters proved futile, 
m akes one 
shudder to contemplate. 
Wnen the fire assum ed its most 
threatening a*p ct a d istress call was 
sent to the Sabinal fire dep artm en t 
and soon that efficient fire fighting a g ­ 
gregation 
wa* 
battling 
with 
the 
flames. The Sabinal fire b ivs m ade a 
record run, oneef the machines having 
a stream of water playing on tie* fire 
in forty fire minutes a fte r receiving 
the call; the other Sabinal m achine ar­ 
rived in fifty-three m in u te . 
The calling of the Sabinal fire d e ­ 
partment was a precautionary m eas­ 
ure and events proved th a t its pres­ 
ence was not absolutely necessary. 
The fire was practical^ under control 
when the company arrived, b u t had 
the fire gotten away from the local 
company th* services of the visitors 
would have been very much needed. 
It was the fear of everyone th a t the 
explosion of the acetylene tanks and 
and gasoline storage tank* would scat­ 
ter fire in every direction, but these

Hondo High School teachers are 
University 
graduates, 
experienced 
and capable. 
Much

Mr. Howell.

When our forefathers conceived and 
planned a university of the first class 
for the State of Texas, they were prac­ 
tical and far-seeing. 
They 
realized 
that no state could become great un­ 
less its citizens were great; that, un­ 
less an excellent institution for higher 
study were 
established 
within the 
boundaries of the State, those having 
the potentialities of greatness would 
go elsewhere for their training and 
would never return. 
Through decade after decade the 
University of Texas grew and pros­ 
pered on its classic forty acre campus. 
Great teachers produced great stu­ 
dents, to the good of the State. 
Soon 
Texas came to be known among state 
universities as the third in efficiency 
and standing. 
But this high rank was not for long. 
The people of Texas gradually failed 
to provide for the immense number of 
students who wish to scale the ladder 
of success through 
professional and 
involved commercial 
fields. 
Appro­ 
priations failed to increase in propor- 1 
lion with the cost of living. 
Other j 
colleges and universities secured better j 
faculties. 
Other colleges and univer-1 
attics secured substantial, well-heated, 
well-lighted buildings where the Uni­ 
versity of Texas was compelled to 
erect unsightly, barn-like shacks, one 
after another, stretching in endless 
chain across its beautiful campus. 
Modern 
technical 
training 
grows 
more difficult with each year, 
if a 
student is compelled to attend classes 
in cold, poorly lighted, unsafe, unsan­ 
itary structures, he is placed under a 
handicap. 
He goes out into the world 
but half equipped to contest with the 
better taught man from the colleges of 
the North. East and West. 
Whether the University remains on 
its present campus or moves to the 
great five-hundred-acre tract in the 
bend of the beautiful Colorado, five 
miles to the west. 
it still must have 
bigger and better 
buildings; 
more 
professors 
of 
the 
type 
who 
by 
living example fire the student with a 
desire to be great in learning, 
in the 
professions, or in commerce; and better 
housing facilities. 
The Board of Regents recommends 
that the University be moved to a 
larger campus, where it will have 
ample room to expand with the growth 
of years. 
If the State purchase the 
present plant and re-imburses the per- 
1 manent fund for sums used in the 


j past to meet shortage in appropria­ 
tion, the University will have about 
i five million dollars; another five million 
I will be needed to start anew. 
Those who oppose the move point to 
j the fact that 
twenty two modern, 
j three-story buildings can be placed 
j around the border of the presan* cam- 
i pus in quadrangle formation, without 
I touching the ground 
now occupied; 
I that forty thousand students could 
' thus be easily instructed; and that 
' there would still be room in the center 
for a university union or community 
center, a larger library, the law build- j 
ing, and engineering building, and an 
administration building. 
They say, 
further, that land east of the present 
campus, to make a total of two hun­ 
dred and twenty acres, could be se­ 
cured at comparatively little expense; 
and there, within a stone’s throw of 
the present campus and continuous 
with it. could be laid out athletic 
fields and erected dormitories to house 
the students. 
Both sides of the question should be 
careiully considered before any defi­ 
nite stand is taken either o ne way or 
th e o th e r .—T h e L o n g h o r n .

To m ost he recalls the days 
of the circus with its clow ns and 
freaks, but be It known that Bar­ 
num was a genius of a show-m an,

Jenny Lind would be in this coun­ 
try. 
Barnum had an appreciation 
for other things beside the tent 
and saw-dust ring, and he engaged 
Lind for her American tour, the 
first concert of which took place 
at Castle Garden. 
She was then at the very height 
of her powers. 
Her listeners were 
electrified 
at 
her achievem ents, 
but it was whf-n she sang the
